IN  TR(3DUCTOJn 


It  is  (I  matter  of  common  knouiedyc  that  the  most  ‘omplete 
and  int crestiny  Cireeh'  A rcha  oloyical  Collection  in  the  world,  now 
assembled  at  the  Hennitaye  in  Petroyrad,  was  found  at  the  old 
Greek  colony  in  Kertch.  Duriny  one  of  the  periodical  invasions 
of  the  barbarian  in  this  neiyhborhood  it  is  evident  that  the  in- 
habitants of  Kertch  assembled  their  treasures  and  hid  them  in  one 
of  the  larye  Scythian  tumuli  in  the  neiyhborhood  of  the  town. 
There  the  collection  rested  until  about  185(5,  at  xchieh  time  it  teas 
discovered  and  taken  to  Petroyrad. 

The  Archa'ological  ('olicction  on  exhibition  at  the  iJ’allerie.s 
of  the  American  Art  Association  was  assenil)le(l  in  those  ])laces  in 
Southern  Russia  where,  at  the  beginning'  of  the  fifteenth  centurv 
R.C’.,  tlie  (xreek  Colonists  located  on  the  early  ti’adin^’  routes  on 
the  sliores  of  the  Black  Sea.  The  story  of  [])higenia’s  transjjor- 
tation  to  the  Temple  of  Artemis  in  Taurida,  Crimea,  is  told  in 
the  Iliad. 

d’he  niaj)  of  Ancient  (ireece  shows  how  the  colonies  s})read  to 
the  north  and  the  east,  where  the  ^'reat  rivers  offered  to  enter- 
])risin^’  tradesmen  facilities  foi-  ])enetrating  into  wild  and  un- 
known lands.  Such  colonies  were  dotted  along  tlie  shores  of  the 
Black  Sea  in  Roumania,  Bulgaria  and  Russia.  Many  of  them 
developed  into  large  and  flourishing  cities,  well  and  richly  built, 
and  their  ruins  and  archa'ological  treasures  have  oidy  recently 
come  to  light.  It  was  in  one  of  these  colonies,  namely,  Olbia  (the 
(ri-eek  word  for  “hap])y”),  that  I personally  carried  on  excava- 
tions and  superintended  the  work  of  the  local  ])easants  who  did 
the  excavating,  and  collected  the  objects  now  on  exhibition  bv 
the  American  Art  Association.  The  bulk  of  this  work  was  done 
during  the  war  and  I had  the  greatest  difficulty  in  guarding  the 
collection  from  the  Bolshevists  and  bringing  it  out  of  Russia. 
Xotwithstanding  all  |)recautions,  a considerable  ])ortion  of  tlu' 
collection  was  lost  during  frc(|uent  ins])ections  of  mv  lodgings  in 
Odessa  by  the  Bolsheviks.  Also  some  of  the  gold  objeets  wcuu* 
stolen  when  I embarked  from  Odessa  to  ( ’onstantim)j)h'  with  the 
collection. 


The  iiiaioritv  of  the  objects  on  exhibition  were  found  at 
Olbia,  in  tlie  old  Greek  cemeteries  of  tliis  colony,  but  other  objects 
were  tound  in  the  Greek  colony  at  Chersonesus,  near  Sebastapol, 
in  the  Crimea, — some  at  Panticapea,  now  Kertch,  at  Beresan  and 
other  ])laces. 

Terra-cotta,  glass,  gold  and  bronze  objects  form  the  bulk  of 
the  collection,  as  is  natural,  since  these  objects  are  made  from 
materials  which  best  resist  the  inroads  of  time. 

Olbia  was  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  two  great  rivers 
flowing  into  the  Black  Sea  from  the  north — Hy])anis  (now  Bug) 
and  Borysthenes  (now  Dnieper).  From  old  documents  and  tradi- 
tions, it  would  appear  that  at  the  ])lace  where  Olbia  was  built 
there  stood  a still  older  Greek  colony  called  Borysthenia,  after 
the  river  Borysthenes.  According  to  Eusebius,  the  Milesians 
established  a colony  in  650  B.C.  and  called  it  This 

statement  is  probably  correct,  because  there  has  lieen  found  at 
Olbia  large  quantities  of  iNIilesian  pottery,  bearing  all  the  charac- 
teristics of  the  work  of  the  seventh  century  B.C.  The  Greek 
colony  at  Olbia,  according  to  Herodotus,  lived  for  several  cen- 
turies in  friendly  relations  with  her  neighbors  to  the  north  and 
east,  the  Scythians.  The  Ionian  traders  brought  their  manufac- 
tured goods  to  this  place,  and  from  the  fifth  century  on  the  trad- 
ers from  Athens  were  here  j^urchasing  slaves,  hides  and  wheat 
from  the  Scythians.  About  the  third  century  B.C.,  the  colony 
of  Olbia  had  difficulty  with  the  Gothic  hordes  which  began  to 
surround  them,  and  these  difficulties  continued  until  50  B.C., 
when  the  town  was  laid  waste  by  the  Goths.  During  the  reign  of 
Se])timus  Severus,  in  the  second  century  A.D.,  Olbia  again  be- 
came a flourishing  colony,  with  the  su])])ort  of  the  Homans. 
.\gain,  in  about  2-18  A.D.,  it  was  destroyed  by  the  Goths,  but  was 
rebuilt  and  continued  to  exist  till  an  unknown  date.  Excavation^ 
which  have  heen  made  liave  hrought  to  light  the  old  Greek  walls 
sui-rounding  the  city,  interesting  Hellenic  houses,  and  also  ceme- 
teries of  t'arious  dates.  ''Phe  princi])al  cult  was  that  of  Acltilles- 
Pontarchus  and  also  of  A])ollo-Prostates,  the  ])atron  of  the 
Strategii.  From  various  inscri])tions  found,  it  is  evident  that 
other  Greek  Deities  were  worshijtped  at  tins  ])lace. 

d'lie  early  coins  of  this  colony  were  fish-sha])cd  and  were  of 
various  sizes,  made  of  copper.  There  were  also  (juadrangular 
coins  with  the  design  of  a dol])hin  and  heads  of  wheat.  Fj)  to  the 
]iresent  hut  one  silver  coin  of  the  same  design  has  been  found. 


Lnter  large  rouiul  e()])[)er  coins,  siinilar  to  the  Uoniaii  ^\es  gi'ave 
were  found,  and  still  later  s])eciinens  of  gold  and  silvei’  coins  of  the 
.h]<iinetic  standard.

d’he  ])rosperitv  of  ( tibia  is  testified  to  bv  the  large  amount 
of  beautiful  and  ex))enslve  glass  vases  and  other  objects  of  luxury 
brought  from  all  parts  of  the  then  known  world,  which  have  be(‘n 
found,  showing’  that  the  trade  of  Olbia  extended  as  fai’  as  k-'g’y])t, 
Rome,  l*h(enicia,  C'arthage  and  the  Xorthei’n  counti’ies. 

Manv  of  the  objects  in  this  collection  are  similar  to  the  best 
in  the  Rritish  Museum,  the  Xew  York  Metropolitan  Museum  and 
the  Louvre;  for  instance,  the  green  glass  ])itcher  Xo.  530 — multi- 
colored— cup  Xo.  551,  vase  .Xo.  552. 

ddie  collection  of  d'erra-cottas  includes  almost  all  phases  of 
the  develo})ment  of  this  art  from  |)rehistoi’ic  times.  The  best 
specimens  are  the  large  vase  Xo.  95,  kyli.x  Xo.  (id,  and  the 
double-faced  rhyton  X'o.  70.  \’ases  similar  to  these  are  on 
exhibition  in  the  Ifritish  and  Metropolitan  Museums. 

Some  of  the  figurines  (children’s  toys),  re])resenting  animals, 
are  most  interesting.  These  objects  prove  that  the  (yreek 
artists  in  the  fourth  century  R.(’.,  or  earlier  than  that,  had  nnide 
the  ac(]uaintance  of  the  polai’  bear  (.Xo.  10(i),  and  the  Indian 
rhinoceros  ( Xo.  107). 

d’here  are  bronze  objects  and  im])lenients  going  back  to  the 
Rronze  Age — two  bronze  a.xes,  Xh)s.  205,  and  ending  with  the 
artistic  ])itcher  Xo.  225,  and  a statuette  of  A])hrodite,  X'o.  230. 

Silver  is  re])resented  by  some  articles  of  adornment  and  toilet 
articles,  as,  for  instance,  the  beautifully  finished  mirror,  Xo.  774. 
A similar  mirror  is  in  the  ])ossession  of  the  British  Museum,  also 
found  at  Olbia,  but  of  inferior  (pialitv. 

The  collection  of  bead-necklaces  is  one  of  the  larirest — over 
one  hundred  strings. 

The  collection  of  gold  objects  is  not  es])eciallv  rich  in 
variety,  but  includes  some  of  the  rarest  s])ecimens  known,  as.  for 
instance,  the  two  necklaces  Xos.  0(14  and  7()(). 

Of  s])ocial  interest  are  the  two  frescoes,  Xos.  .329  and  .330, 
representing  Diana  and  Dionysius.  These  frescoes  have  ])re- 
served  their  ))ristine  colors. 

'Lhe  large  collection  of  surgical  instruments  gives  a (rood 
idea  of  the  medical  art  antedating  the  C'hristian  era.

Diana  is  represented  on  a Bi^a,  or  maybe  bolding^  on  leasb 
her  ^‘rey hounds.  The  dark-blue  eyes  of  the  Ooddess  are 
lookino-  far  ahead,  at  her  booty.  The  hair  is  reddish-fair. 
Although  tbe  design  is  not  (juite  correct,  tbe  vi\id  colors, 
wonderfully  ]ireserved  during  two  thousand  years,  and  tbe 
whole  comjiosition  give  us  a very  good  idea  of  tbe  art  of 
painting  of  the  old  Arians.  AVe  know  nothing  of  the  ])icturcs 
of  the  great  painters  of  Greece,  like  A])elles,  A])ollodor, 
Zauxis  and  Barejiasius,  as  not  one  of  their  pictures  has 
reached  us.  The  only  re])resentatives  of  this  art  are  the 
frescos,  mostly  badly  damaged,  which  are  found  from  time 
to  time.  This  fresco  was  found  near  the  tenpile  of  A]K)11o 
at  f)lhia.

An  almost  identical  necklace  was  found  in  1896  at  Chersonese, 
near  Sebastopol,  and  purchased  by  a dealer  in  antiques  from 
Berlin,  for  seventeen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars.

Very  remarkable  is  the  workmanship,  as  the  beads  are  made 
of  small  sardonyx  plates  mounted  in  gold  in  form  of  lanterns. 


No.  745 — Silver  Cup 

This  silver  cup  was  found  at  Olbia.  The  cup,  made  in  “re- 
pousse,” was  gilded  and  ornamented  witli  beautiful  design 
representing  Amors  and  leaves  of  very  fine  workmanship. 
It  is  a splendid  specimen  of  Greek  art  of  the  first  century, 

B.C. 


No.  753 — Silver  Mirror 

The  mirror  is  surrounded  by  a wonderfully  cisele  gilded  silver 
frame,  representing  Swans  (Zeus)  and  palmetto  leaves  com- 
bined in  a gracious  way  with  Greek  pattern.  This  orna- 
ment, made  “a  jour,”  is  applied  on  silver  plate,  and  the 
whole  encircled  by  a dotted  ring. 

A similar  mirror  has  been  found  also  at  Olbia,  but  it  is  not  to  be 
com])ared  with  the  present  specimen.  It  has  been  ])urchascd  by  the 
British  Museum,  I am  told,  for  two  thousand  pounds.
